Boni's lawyers are
represeoting to the princess now thst
she has no chance of releasiog Ler desire
ty chaoge her home except throvgh #n
arrangemert witk the count, In the
srrapgement the count s insisting on
the costody of the children fur several
months each year and & liberal allowance
for their care. 8o far the princess has ra-
fused the count's overtares, but the dif-
ficulty of her position isso apparent that
it is believed she will eventually yield,
